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A printed circuit board according to claim 15, wherein the alignment mark is used 
for positioning^iuring mounting of a printed circuit board packaged as a semiconductor element to 
another printed circuirb^ard. 

41. A printed circutKboard according to claim 16, wherein the alignment mark is used 
for positioning during mounting of a pHt^ted circuit board packaged as a semiconductor element to 
another printed circuit board. 

42. A printed circuit board according to cteim 17, wherein the alignment mark is used 
for positioning during mounting of a printed circuit board pack&§^d as a semiconductor element to 
another printed circuit board. 

43. A printed circuit board according to claim 18, wherein the alignmenbtt^irk is used 
for positioning during mounting of a printed circuit board packaged ^sj^ nii ro ndu^t^r H n m n nt
